about the danger of depletion of our. fore»t 
wealth.

Propaganda in Schools 

Bruaa. Turkey. March 7 —TJree Amer¬ 
ican women. Involved In the h istoric 
battle between Cross and Crescent, are 
on trial In Turkey', ancient capital 
for the violation of the rule* of the 
Ministry of Education through the al¬ 
leged discussion of rellglo^ In a mis¬ 
sion school.

Mohammedan mosques lying at ths 
foot of Mount Olympus, a Turkish 
court is hearing the charge* against 
Miss Edith Sanderson. Miss Lucille 
! Day and Mia# Jennie Jllson. who are 
accused of teachings which resulted In 
I the conversion of Mohammedan girt# 
to the faith of the man of Oalllee 

The trial began in a court room 
crowded with students of the American 
sr*hool and sealous local Mohariunedaik 
who are Interested to the case which 
I attracted world-wide attention • 
PROPAGANDA ALLEOED 

A Turkish teacher was called as one 
of the early witnesses and tes tified 
that Mohammedanism Is an Integral 
part of Turkish nationalism This 
witness alleged the American teachers 
carried on Christian propaganda, but 
dented the charge that religious pic¬ 
tures were bung in the school. The 
only pictures in the school, so the wit¬ 
ness stated, were those of Mustapbs 
Kernel and Oeorge Washington Several 
ether witnesses also testified that there 
was teaching In the school designed to 
influence pupils In favor of Christi¬ 
anity 

Miss Sanderson, whose home Is in 
Berkeley. Calif . on the filing of chargee 
of disseminating religious propaganda, 
assumed entire responsibility for giv¬ 
ing Bibles to several Moslem girl stu¬ 
dents and dismast ng Christianity with 
them Dteewsalng the oase last month. 
Miss Sanderson said: 

•T realise I did wrong to carry on 
religious discussions, but I am ready 
to accept the consequences " 

Tbe American teachers were not 
charged with** infringement of the civil 
code on their arraignment February It. 
the charges being merely disobedience 
of the Ministry of Education rules.

Slmll- 
kameeh. continued the attack on the 
Sumaa bill which had been commenced 
earlier In the day. 

He declared that the farmers had 
been Induced upon the promises made 
by the Government to withdraw their 
threatened lawsuit and come to Vic¬ 
toria to appear before a special com¬ 
mittee which was to discuss an amic¬ 
able arrangement for the apportion¬ 
ment of the costs of the work. Upon 
arriving at the capital they were re¬ 
fused a special committee; were called 
before the Agricultural Committee 
where they were dubbed a “band of
